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COTTON BOARDS 
TO JOIN FORCES 


Plans for the Confederation 
of All the Exchanges in 
the United States. 


Memphis, Tenn., January 6,—Plans 
or the confederation of all cotton ex- 
changes in the United States were ten- 
tatively indorsed, and the formation of 
the National Association of Cotton Ex- 
changes of America authorized; the 
organization of statc associations ap- 
and the appointment of dele- 
confer as to the handling of 
the cotton crop of this country was 
provided for at a conference here tvu- 
day of representatives of forty-three 
exchanges and chambers of commerce 
with interests allied to the cotton in- 
dustry. Today’s conference was in re- 
sponse to a call issued by George Ww. 
Neville, president of the New York 
(‘otton exchange. 

Cc. W. Lawson, of Waco, Texas, pres- 
ident of the Texas Association of Cot- 
ton Exchanges, chairman of the meet- 
ling, was authorized to perfect the na- 
tional organization, and to carry out 
the plans indorsed by the conference. 
As outlined by Mr. Lawson, the na- 
tional association will deal solely with 
matters of national and international 
importance, principally the adjustment 
of differences between the cotton pro- 
ducers and shippers of the United 
States and the spinners and takers of 
cotton of Europe. The state associa- 
tions will have similar scope within 
the states. No effort will be made tc- 
ward the fixing of the _price of the 
staple.

Federal Judge Says Friendship for 
Associates Led Him Into Deals 
‘for Which He’s Being Tried. 


Washington, January 6.—Friendship

day when he took the stand before 
the impeachment court of the senate 
to testify in his own behalf.

Led by his 
own attorneys, he gave a chronologi- 
cal history of the transactions upon 
which the house of representatives had 
baged its impeachment proceedings 
against him. He repeatedly denied 
that any improper motives influenced 
his action or that he had sought to 
corruptly use his power as a federal 
judge.

NO DEBATE ON RESOLUTION 


Judge Candler Led the Opposition, 
Calling the Movement for a - 
Change ‘‘Premature.”’ 


After retiring Mayor Winn had, in 
his closing address to council, paid his 
respects in no uncertain terms to the 
present city charter, characterizing it 
as a hopeless nondescript, cumber- 
some and hopelessly inadequate to the 
present needs of the city—sentiments 
which drew from the large audience 
more applause than any other part of 
his address; after Mayor Woodward 
had likewise stressed the importance 
of radical charter revision, his remarks 
calling forth even greater applause 
than those of Mr. Winn, council, by a 
large majority, laid on the table a 
resolution introduced Ly Councilman 
Humphrey giving the’ mayor authority 
to appoint a committee of five from 
cofincil and ten citizens to prepare and 
submit a new charter for the city of 
Atlanta. 

Beaten Without Debate. 

It was as if the enthusiastic senti- 
ments expressed for charter revision 
counted for nothing. There was no de- 
bate. 

Secarcely had Councilman Humphrey 
concluded -his few remarks 
lof his\resolution than Alderman John 
S. Candler was on his feet. 

“I think this is rather premature,” 
he said, somewhat excitedly, “to spring 
a proposition of this kind at 11 o'clock, 
when no one has had an opportunity to 
give the matter any thought. I move 
the resolution be tabled.” 

There was no roll call on the reso- 
lution, those opposed to it being in the 
overwhelming majority. 

It was not until after the adjourn- 
ment of council that the full import 
of the resolution—the fact that it did 
not commit them in any way whatso- 
ever—seemed to dawn on many mem- 
bers. It was then that the resolution 
began to be generally discussed.

POWER OF STATES 


Over the Railroads and the 
Express Companies 


Supreme Court Denies Right of 
States to Annul Contracts Be- 


tween Roads and Shippers. 


| Washington, January 6.—The power 
of the gtates over railroads and ex- 
press companies suffered a hard blow 
today when the supreme court held 
that since the passage of the Carmack 
amendment to the interstate commerce 
law in 1906 the state had ceased to 
have the right to annul contracts be- 
tween railroads and shippers limiting 
the liability for the loss of interstate 
shipments.

Hepburn law in 1906, had no power to 
penalize railroads for failure to furnish 
cars for interstate shipments. In this 
connection the court declared uncon- 
stitutionah the Minnesota reciprocal de- 
murrage law, 
by shippers of a dollar a day for every 
day during which the railroad failed 
to furnish a car for the removal of 
freight. 
Revolutionizes the Practice... 

The changes thus affected revolu- 
tionize the practice in many states. 
The court today pointed out that pre- 
vious to the passage of the Carmack 
amendment the court had upheld an 
Iowa statute under which a contract 
limiting the damages !n case of loss 
had been annulled and also had ap- 
proved a Pennsylvania case in which 
it was held that the public policy of 
the state was opposed to such con- 
tracts. 

As a result of the passage of the 
Carmack amendment, however, the 
court, speaking through Justice Lur- 
ton, helq that congress had manifested 
its intention to deal with the subject 
of carrier liability for interstate ship- 
ments and that being the case the 
state laws must give way. Conse- 
quently, its decision annulled the Ken- 
tucky and Nebraska laws, holding such 
contracts void. The court not only 
annulled state laws which seek to reg- 
ulate the HMabilitvy, but it held that 
the federal law, as expressed in the 
Carmack amendment, dealt with the 
damage of railroad shipments and that 
it did not prohibit contracts limiting 
liability in return for a low rate. 

Justice Lurton’s Views. 

Justice Lurton said it was just as 
reasonable to base rates on value as 
on the character of shipments. Fur- 
thermore, he added, it was not con- 
formable to plain principles o¢ justice 
that the shipper may understate the 
value of his property for the purpose 
of reducing the rate and then recover 
a large value in case of loss. He laid 
down the principle that as long as a 
railroad or express company has pub- 
lished its rates based on the valuation 
of the property, the transportation 
company need not inquire as to the 
Value. 

As to the reciprocal demurrage law 
for interstate commerce, the court said 
that the Hepburn rate law expressly 
fixed the duty of carriers to furnish 
cars and that precluded the states from 
acting further on that subject.

Under the court’s ruling the girls 
will spend the months’ of -July and 
August each year with their father 
and the remainder of the time with 
their mother. Every other Saturday 
while they are in the custody of one 
parent they are to visit the other.

their reply submitted today to the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginmen. 

A minimum and maximum rate of 
pay for all firemen is established. The 
report is somewhat similar to the 
award of the arbitration board in the 
engineers’ wage controversy, 

How much the increases would 
amount to in the aggregate could not 
be computed off-hand from the sched- 
ules in the statement. Ten hours, or 
less, or 100 miles or lesg is to consti- 
tute a day's work except when other- 
wise specified. 

Provided the new schedules are rati- 
fied by the firemen, they are to be ef- 
fective “when all other matters are 
agreed upon.”

IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 

Los Angeles, January 6.—Thousands 
of men were out tonight in an effort 
to save from further damage by 
weather southern Californias orange 
and lemon crop, 
000,000. 

What the loss entailed by last night's 
freeze was cannot be estimated accu- 
rately, but it was so serious, growers 
and citrus experts say, that it will 
have an appreciable effect upon the 
price o¢ fruit. The weather bureau 
predicted for tonight temperatures as 
low as or lower thai. those which last 
night shattered the record of thirty 
years. 

Within a radius of 125 miles of Los 
Angeles an area which embraces virtu- 
ally all of the important orange and 
lemon growing sections, smudge pots 
by the thousands smouldered or blazed, 
by which it was hop.d to prevent fur- 
ther freezing of fruit on the trees. 

According to the sales managers 
various growers’ associations, hardly 
more than a tenth of the orange crop 
has been shipped out. The remainder, 
they assert, will show serious losses. 
Long icicles on fire plugs were objects 
of curiosity and in towns of the orange 
belt ice formed thickly enough = on 
standing water for children to skate.

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TURKEY 1S TRYING 
TO SAVE HER FACE 


In End She'll Concede Demands 
of the Allies 


Powers Expected to Bring Pressure 
on Turkey---Peace Conference 
Is Suspended. 


Londun, January 6.—The first starve 
of the peace negotiatiohs, Which is re- 
garded by diplomats largely as one of 
pretense on Turkey's part to avoid the 
appearance of yielding to the demands 
of the allies wthout pressure from 
the powers, is over now. It is expect- 
ed that the second stage will soon be- 
-Sin with the powers acting behind the 
scenes and pulling the strings which 
will compel Turkey to concede the bulk 
of the allies’ demands, 

Without money, her army inadequate 
and demoralized, her statesmen realize 
that Turkey is in no condition to re- 
sume hostilities. 

At today’s sitting of the conference 
Turkey renounced jn favor of the al- 
lies her rights in the island of Crete 
and promised further rectification of 
the Thracean frontier, but insisted 
upon the retention of Adrianople. The 
allies declared this was not satisfac- 
tory and suspended the conference, 

Does Not Mean Rupture. 

Tuat does not mean a rupture of 
the negotiations. The conference may 
be resumed either by Turkey giving 
notification that she has fresh pro- 
posals to submit, or the allies on 
the ground that they have communi- 
cations to make to the Turks. 

It is generally expected that the 
work of the conference will be taken 
up again at the end of the week, when 
the festivities In connection with the 
orthodox Christmas are ended. 

The allies today held a short meet- 
ing before the offictal sitting and dis- 
cussed three possibilitles With refer- 
ence to the statement which Ruchad 
Pasha had been asked to make respect- 
ing the Balkan ultimatum and agreed 
On the reply of the allies. 

First, if Rechad Pasha’s Statement 
Was arrogant and provocative, then. 
notwithstanding the advice of the pow- 
ers tn favor of moderation. they would 
break off the negotiations: second, if 
Rechad were courteous, but the new

Besides, 1 
must add that we are here with the 
firm intention to establish a lasting 
peace with such conditions as will in- 
sure friendly relations and commercial 
facilities profitable to both parties. 

“We still are ready today to discuss 
the frontier Hne between Turkey and 
Bulgaria, but this frontier must leave 
Adrianople in Ottoman territory. 
Wishing to zive new proof of our spirit 
of conciliation, we consent to desist 
from our rights over Crete on condi- 
tion, naturally, that the allies do not 


claim the cession of any other islands | 


in the Aegean sea. If, notwithstanding 
these enormous sacrifices, the allies re- 
ject all idea of entering the road to 
concessions, wishing to break the ne- 
gotiations, the whole responsiblflity for 
the consequences of this rupture will 
fall on them. In this eventuality, we 
declare all of the concessions made un- 
til today null and void.” 

Allies Not Satisfied. 

Balkan plenipotentiarjes could 
not conceal their dissatisfaction with 
the statement, which, although con- 
taining small concessions, left the sit- 
uation practicaly unchanged. Various 
delegates asked Rechad Pasha if he 
could not add something, even unoffi- 
cially, to the statement which he had 
just made. 

The head of the Turkish delegation 
vrofessed great, surprise at having 
such questions addressed to him by the 
allies, who, he said, were never satis- 
fied, no matter how much Turkey yield- 
ed, while they themselves had not 
changed their terms one lota. 

Dr. Daneff remarked: 

“This was because, from the begin- 
ning, the allies asked only what thev 
had fought for, and what they expect 
after the successes attained.” 

techad Pasha said his instructions 
were to communicate only the state- 
ment which he had read, but he be- 
HWeved his government might be in- 
duced to grant another small rectifica- 
tion of the Thracean frontier, ceding 
several districts, the population of 
which is for the most part Christians. 

The sitting then was suspended to 
give time tv the allies to formulate 
their answer. After a short discussion, 
they decided that the Turkish state- 
ment corresponded with the second 
alternative -contemplated in the de- 
cision taken at the meeting held prior 
to the official sitting. 

Answer of the Allies. 

An answer was drafted accordingly, 
and the sitting was reopened. M. Nova- 
Kovitch then read the folowing state- 
ment: 

“The propositions of their excel- 
lences, the Ottoman delegates, do not 
correspond with the demands formulat- 
ed by the allies in the former sitting. 
The negotiations on the new proposed 
basis not being of such a nature*as 
to lead to an understanding, the allies 
see themselves obliged to suspend the 
sitting of the conference,” 

M. Novakovitch delivered to Recha:xt 
Pasha a copy of their answer, siened 
by all the heads of the Balkan delega- 
tions, and dissolved the sitting. 

Rechad Pasha rose immediately and 
protested earnestly against this pro- 
cedure, saying: 

“When M. Novakovitch sits 
chair he is not the president of the 
allies, but the president of the whole 
conference, which Includes the Trukish 
delegation.

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HIS BANK BANNED 
BY CLEARING HOUSE 


Money Trust Probers Get Light on 
the Situation in Salt Lake 


City. 


Washington, January 6.—Operations 
of the clearing house association of 
Salt Lake City and its controversy with 
the National Copper bank of that city 
gvere explained to the money trust in- 
vestigatinb committee of the houses 
today. ° 

Ww. W. Armstrong, president of the 
‘National Copper bank, recounted cir- 
cumstances that resulted in the separ- 
-ation of his bank from the clearing 
house. He said that when the Copper 
National declined to abide by a rule 
adopted by the clearing house, the 
eight other members of the clearing 
house dissolved the association and 
formed a new one with a constitution 
including the rule to which the Copper 
National objected. The Copper Na- 
tional declined to enter the new asso- 
ciation. Mr. Armstrong said that it 
was costing his bank $25,000 a year 
extra to operate outside of the clear- 
ing house. He endeavored to argue 
that the association was in restraint 
of trade. 

Four members of the association said 
Mr. Armstrong had stated the facts 
anout as they had occurred, but they 
maintained the association was acting 
within its rights. 

After the hearing the committee, 
with Mr. Untermeyer, went into execu- 
tive session, where for more than an 
hour plans for prosecuting the inves- 
tigation were discussed. The commit- 
tee contemplates a suspension of hear- 
ings within a few weeks, to allow 
preparation of an intermediate partial 
report to be submitted to this congress 
before March 4. Mr. Untermeyer will 
be able to examine but a small part 
of the list of witnesses he wishes to 
call before the hearings are suspended. 

It has been suggested that the com- 
mittee endeavor to have the incoming 
congress pass a resolution continuing 
the investigation and that the hearings 
be resumed after the new administra- 
tion comes in. Mr. Untermeyer de- 
clares that the inquiry cannot be thor- 
oughly rounded up without the infor- 
mation which the committee tried in 
vain to get through the comptroller 
of the currency regarding the business 
of national banks throughout the 
country. With this point in mind, the 
committee might wait until a demo- 
eratic administration was in power in 
the treasury department and then ask 
President Wilson sto direct the new 
comptroller to furnish the needed in- 
formation. <Authorization for the in- 
vestigation, however, dies with this 
congress, March 4, and further author- 
ization must be procured from the new 
house to continue the probe.

A blazing house near Peachtree Cir- 
cle, a short distance below the inter- 
section with Fifteenth street, with fire 
engines bogged on the wretched pav- 
img of the circle within hailing dis- 
tance, the other day drew the attention 
of the residents of that section to a 
definite peril, in addition to other in- 
conveniences from which they have 
long suffered.

Production of Cotton. 

Washington, January 6.—The production of 
cotton per acre during J912, while lower than 
in 1911, was more than 13 pounds greater than 
the average for the previous five years, the 
department of agriculture’s preliminary estimate 
announces. 

The acreage production in 1912 was 193.2 
pounds, against 207.7 pounds in 1911, and 180.1 
pounds the five-year average. In Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Texas, Oklahoma and California, the 
production per acte was greater than in 1911, 
‘while in Arkansas it equalled the 1911 produc- 
tion. In other states it was lower. 

The highest average production was in Cali- 
fornia, with 430 pounds. North Carolina pro- 
duced 271 pounds; Mississippi, 267; Virginia, 
£66: South Carolina, 219; Texas, 206; Louisiana, 
197; Arkansas, 190; Oklahoma, 184; Mississippi, 
177; Alabama, 173: Tennessee, 171; Georgia, 
163, and Florida, 119. 

All states except Georgia, Mississippi, Arkan- 
saé, Tennessee and Missouri exceeded the five- 
year average acreage production.
